Dear Sir, On behalf of the Bel- 
gian Relief Committee, I have 
pleasure in acknowledging receipt 
of check for $425, to be applied to 
the Belgian Relief fund from your 
people at Strathmore. This don- 
ation came through the Belgian 
Consul, and is acknowledged in the 
press to-day. We feel that your 
people have been exceedingly gen- 
erous in this matter, and think they 
will be interested to know that with 
their contribution in addition to the 
balance we have in the bank, we 
will soon be able to send another 
carload of flour, even though we 
sent two carloads last week. 

We are in receipt of advice from 
the central committee at Halitax 
that to take care of the Belgian 
people in distress 8000 tons of tood 
stuffs would be required per month 
and so far the shipments sent trom 
Canada amount to about 6000 tons 
So all we can do in this connection 
will be needed.

THE GERMAN CASE | WAR CRIPPLES OPERA NERVOUS WOMEN ' 
Some Lame Excuses Which Are Net! Many Prominent Stars Are Serving 
Reasons | ia the Armies :

Germany, but because all letters of 


the kind bear a striking family re-| 


semblance, the following is quoted 
from a letter by Eduard Gans, of Ber- 
lin. It starts with the usual compli- 
ment to the paper, and proceeds to 
teil us that we do not know evidence 
when we see.it: 

“The Germans are well aware that, 
owing to the destruction of the Ge 
man cable by English cruisers, it was 
very difficult for America to get the 
full truth. Besides, there seems to 
be a good many people who do not 
know the German language. 

“What the Germans want, and what 
are entitled to, is « fair and impartial 
concideration of all information 
(Ge an and Austrian), as > 
French, Russia and English by 
neutral states.’ 

Doubtless communication was in- 
terrupted for ten days or so, but Ger- 
many since then has poured into this 
country a flood of explanations which 
do not explain, excuses which are not 
reasons, and charges (only cooked up 
on the failure of the previous argu- 
ment to convince) to justify herself 
for violating the neutrality of Bel- 


gium. None of the belligerents, or in- 
deed all of them put together, has 
used ything like the same degree of 


to put their case before neu- 


Yet, in the face of this, the con- 
ation of the invasion of Belgium 
by Germany, from Argentina to Spain, 
from Portugal to Holland and che 
Scandinavin states, and from thence 
to India and China, has been virtuaily 
unanimous. The facts of the case 
were settled beyond argument when 
the German chancellor admitted that 
Belgium was being wronged, and his 
only argument was military necessity. 

It is impossible to argue with people 
who do not follow the rules of reason. 
The statemeats of the German case 
are mutually destructive. Even the 
claim of military necessity does not 
jibe with succeeding events and Ger- 
man claims in other directions, The 
argument was that France was too 
strong to attack direct from the Ger- 
man frontier because of the fortifica- 
tions at Toul, Belfort, Verdun and 
other points. Buc almost in the same 
breath Germany tried to strike terror 
into her enemies by boasting of her 
new guns, against which no fortifica- 
tions could ctand .This beast at least 
made good in the rapid reduction of 
Namur and Antwe p. 

Theretore, there was no military 
necessity to enter France except iy 
a way which would have kept Great 
Britain, Japan and Portugal out of she 
struggle, to say nothin* of Turkey, 
whose entry Was a wrong only second 


to the monumental crime of the cen-} 


tury—the devastation of Belgium. 

Annexation an. utter indif ence to 
the desperate needs of these inoffe.- 
sive people prove that without a 
shadow of right, and in defiance ot 
her own treaties and guarantees 
neutrality, Germany wanted Belgiu 
for its own sake, The kaiser himself, 
in his last bombastic letter to his 
troops, say that “Belgium has been 
added to the glorious provinces of 
Germany.” Wa. not this the intention 
long before the war? Is there in a 
history such an outrage upon free, 
peaceful and prosperous neighbor 
atrociously carried out, and so cyni- 
cally defended? 

Argument on the question is closed. 
The act was indefensible. Even if the 
plea of military necessity had been 
valid, it is no better than the plea of 
the burglar who robs your house be 
cause he needs the money, and claims 
his possession of a gun \where you 
have none justifies the act. As Cheste 
ton says, to discuss this ts > pe 
ing out to a little child the wrong of 
anu action, and the reaso~ why it 
wrong, only to mect the final answer 
“But | want to.”

SID WILLIAMS’ EXPERIENCES 
Writing to Mr R. S. Stockton, 
Superintendent of Irrigation here, 
recently, Sid Williams, one of the 
members of the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force, now in England, 
gives the following account of the 
voyage across and the arrival at 
Plymouth: 
Dear Sir, 

We are well on our way now. 
We bad our last glimpse of Canada 
yesterday, all of the men leaning 
over the rails gazing at the reced- 
ing shore, many of them undoubted- 
ly for the last time, but to-day they 
are quite cheery; you would think 
it was a Sunday-School outing. 

Koyvett and Stevenson are on 
this boat. They are both in the 
cabin I am; there are eight of us in 
a1ox 12, ft, underneath the borse 
deck, in little 1 ft. 5 inch bunks. 
We embarked on the 2gth and ex- 
pect ‘another twelve days The 
day betore yesterday a gunboat 
steamed out of the dark and ex- 
changed a few signals. We veered 
around 130° and put out all lights; 


when we woke up next morning | 


we were in Gaspe Bay, anchored 


/ with 32 other transports, the whole 


fleet, It was a fine sight, 32 im- 
meuse boats and three men-ot-war.

MR. ROOSEVEL 'S PEACE PLAN 


A Tribunnal of the Great Powers Ly 
the Colonel 

“The one permanent move for ob- 
taining peace which has yet been sug- 
wested with any reasonable chance of 
attaining its object is by an agree- 
ment among the great powers, by 
which each should pledge itself not 
only to abide by ‘the decisions of a 
common tribunal, but to back with 
force the decision of that common tri- 
bunal. 

“The great civilized nations of the 
world which possess force should 
combine by solemn agreement in a 


great world league for peace and 
righteousness. A court should be 
created—a changed and amplified 


Hague Court would meet the require- 
ments—composed of representatives 
of each nation, these representatives 
being sworn to act in each case as 
judges pure and simple, not in a repre- 
sentative capacity. ‘The nations should 
agree on certain rights that should not 
be questioned, such as territorial in- 
tegrity, the right to deal with their 
own domestic affairs, with such mat- 
ters as whom they should and should 
not admit to residence and citizenship 
within their own borders, 

All ;hould guarantee each of their 
number in possession of these rights. 
All should agree that other matters 
at issue between any of them, or be- 
tween any of them and any one of .

FRENCH GUNS HAVE THE RANGE 


In Long Distance Artillery Battles 
Germans Get Decidedly Worst 
of it 

A well known Ditch journalist, 
who has just returned from a tour 
through Alsace-Lorraine and _ right 
though to the German lines before 
Verdun, gives in Het Leven :ome in- 
teresting pictur., of th. position on 
the German frontier, and at the front. 
Particularly significant is what he 
writes regarding the admittec. super- 
jority of the Freich artillery, and the 
clever ruses they adopt. He wrties. 

“ Proceeded by train to Metzland, 
thence set off by motor, witu an Oter- 
lieutencnt 8s an escort, to visit the 
fighting lines. Across the French fron- 
tier ond on past L .ur and Woevre 
we met an ever increasing number of 
infantry, artii-ry and transport col- 
umnrs and the further we went the 
busier became the scene 

“German officers to whom I spoke 
in this neighborhood were by no 
means satisfied over the progress cf 
affairs; there was no progress to be 
noted, principally because the French 
arallery had proved itseif superior to 
the German, The French seem to 
have dragged their heavy guns out of 
the fortress, and to have p:aced them 
in the open flela. Moreover, it is as- 
serted that the French artillery can 
reach at leas’ two kilometres farther 
than that of the Germans. 

“We passed on Ly St. Hilaire and 
Butgevillo to Harville, where we were 
only 12 kilometres from the great 
| fortress of Verdun, whose guns were 
| sending out their terrible messengers 
jof death. Not fas from that point was 
a magnificent battery of 30 centimetre 
motor howitzers. | was not allowed to 
approach it, but German officers told 
me that the Austrians had suffered 
terrible losses. 

The French shells raked even the 
best sheltered positions—a fact which 
gave the Austrians much food for 
thought, At last they found the solu- 
tion. In a tree close to their battery 
they found a Frenchman armed with a 
field telephone, who promptly inform- 
ed Verdun of any change in the posi- 
tion of the Austrian guns. The brave 
Frenchman was given short shift. But 
the instance does not stand alone. Re- 
peatedly hove the Germans found 
country people in trees and in cellars, 
all with pocket teiephones. 

the Germans have made such ac- 
tions almost impossible now, but still 
they admit they are not by a long way 
where they would like to be. Every- 
\here 1 heard in Germany officers 
and soldiers alike speaking with 
reat joy at the Fort de Camp des 
Romains. Now at last there was a 
gap in their line of forts. At the 
ighting line itself I heard a very dif- 
ferent story. Yes, they had taken the 
fort, and the Bavarian soldiers had 
acted magnificently, but whether they 
could hold the fort was another ques- 
tion. The French guns in the forts 
of Paroches and Leonville were so 
excellent that they complet-ly cover- 
ed the Camp des Romains, and the 
gap was no gap at all.”

His Leadership Great Inspiration to

Perhaps the most dramatic French 
figure in the great European war up 
to now is General Pi.u, the aged veter- 
an of the war of 1870, who is now 
leading a part of the French army 
against the Germans over the same 
territory where he was a commander 
and lost one arm 4 years ago.

This was familiar ground for Gen- 
eral Pau, and in a few weeks he re- 
trieved the losses of the French in 
Lorraine. He knew the country; he 
knew the Germans, and above all the 
dramatic cricumstances of being led 
by a hero of 1870 over the same roads 
he travelled then, had a remarkably 
stimulating effect upon the French 
troops. 

All Frenchmen love romance and 

) the dramatic. Impressive coincidesce 
thrill them, Thoy are inspired by the 
white haired, one armed, vigorous vet- 
eran, who seemed to them a wraith of 
the Franco-Prussian war, and they re- 
trieved themselves in Lorraine. 
. It then developed that General Pau, 
unknown to the public at the time, was 
transferred to command the French 
left wing against the German main 
army in Northern France. On Sep- 
tember 1, the anniversary of the de- 
cisive battle of Sedan, when 3,000,000 
French, British and Germans were in 
a flerce conflict within a few miles of 
that historic battlefield, General Pau 
was in command of the French left, in 
close co-operation with the British 
commander in chief, Field Marshal Sir 
John French 

That battle might have developed 
into a decisive engagement that woula 
have settled the f te of Paris, as did 
the battle of Sedan, where Marshal 
MeMahon surrendered and Napoleon 
II], became a German prisoner. Tnat 
General Pau was at the front again 
defending Paris against ber old time 
enemy, thrilled every Parisian, and 
Pau's name was on every tongue in 
the boulevards. ~ 

During the war of 1870, General Pau 
—he was a general even then—was 
not involved in any of the disastrous | 
defeats administered by the Prussians, 
By superior strategy, or perhaps good 
fortune, Pau's men were for the most 
part victorious, For that reason then, 
Pau has been an idol and popular hero 
with the French people for almost half 
a century, : 

Pau most emphatically is not a dis- 
ciple of Napoleon, He does not be- 
lieve in Napoleonic tactics in war. The | 
fact that he was in command of the 
left on the first of this month was, 
therefore, taken as significant. It was | 
predicted that Pau might soon super-| 
cede General Joseph Joffre as general- 
issimo of the French army. 

Joffre, also a veteran of the war of 
1870, though he was then only 18 years 
old, is a profound believer in Napo-, 
leonic strategic. At the beginning of 
this war he adopted the tactics of; 
Napoleon and sent his army in every 
direction to strike the Germans in 
several places at once. That was 
Napoleon's idea, to strike first, strike 
in many places and gtrike often, 


The.Cost of Horse Lahar 


The comparative cost of the labor 
ot horses and the jlabor of engines is 
of increasing interest in both town 
and country, The relative cost of 
horse labor and engine labor to city 
establishments whi. employ draught! 
animals and freight vehicles and to 
farmers who must choose between 
gasoline and grain and hay as fuel tor 
tneir tractors in the plowing of land 


and ip hauling to market can be 
arrived at with some accuracy, 
The Farm Management Monthly, 


published by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, finds that up- 
on a farm where ten horses ure keot 
the net cost of upkeep upon each ani- 
mal is $87.50 a year. ‘he horses work- 
ed upon an average $13 hours each 
and wie cost of herse labor per hour 
was 10% cents. The calculation goes 
into minute details, allowance is made 
for the manurial value of the animais 
and the cost of shoeing is recognized. 

City horses, as a rule, work a great- 
er number of hours than farm horses, 
but they wear out sooner. They often 
become street sore before they be- 
come superannuated, and are laid off 
at considerable expense or sold at a 
sacrifice. The cost of horse labor up- 
on the farmer is doubtless less an 
hour than its cost in cities, despite the 
frequent periods of “eating his head 


off’ without working, wibch increase 
the cost of horse upkeep in the 
country. 


The cost of a four horse team for 
city hauling would be more than $4 4 
day, exclusive of the vehicle and har- 
ness cost at the horse labor cost ar- 
rived at by the Farm Managemen. 
Monthly in the country, , ovided the 
shorter working life of city horses 
offsets the greater amount of service 
had from a city horse. If it does not, 
horse labor in cities is cheaper than 
upon farms, and it is not believed gen- 
erally, either in town or couatry, that 
it is true. Louisville Courier-Journal,

the throne of Hanover and swore un- 
conditional allegiance to the house of 
Hohenzollern, They called upon their 
sister, as a loyal Hohenzollern, to give 
up the match unle.s her husband sub- 
ordinated himself thoroughly to Ho- 
henzollern. 

But the princess declared she would 
marry the Duke cf Brunswick even} 
if it meant exile and impoverishment. | 
Perhaps she had an intuitive feeling 
that the crown would some time rest 
on her brew if she stood firm. At any 
rate, the young couple won their 
point, and were married without con- 
ditions. Following the birth of her 
baby there was general reconciliation 
on the sur‘ace at least.

A deputation. consisting of 
Messrs Lambert, Smith, and Imlay 
appeared before the Board, ob- 
jecting to being charged fees tor 
their children at High School work. 
They were paying heavy taxes al- 
ready, and they did not see why an 
extra assessment should be charged 
them. If the Board insisted on 
collecting these fees they would 
withdraw their children. 

The Chairman, Mr Mackenzie, in 
reply stated that the board had 
opened up the High School several 
months before on a petition signed 
by a number of the ratepayers, who 
were exceediogly anxious to have it 
Started The Board felt that it 
was a serious step to take, in the 
present financial circumstances, and 
they would never have considered 
itat allitthey had thought the par- 
ents whose children were eligible tor 
high school would object to paying 
fees for its establishment. It the 
deputation telt that a high school 
education was not worth $15 a year 
the Board woud close down the 
school. If the average attendance 
fell below six the Board would lose 
the Government grant for High 
School Work. 

Trustees Mrs Brown and F, H. 
Tucker concurred in the sentiments 
of the chairman and Mr Tucker 
moved that the High School be 
closed down on December 31st 
| This brown at ‘he deputationists 
round ratner snarply, and they be- 
sought the board not to act at once

High School closed duwn, and that 
they would also use their influence 


with the other parents to induce 
them to do likewise.

A special meeting of the Board 
was held on Friday, where a_resol- 
ution was passed asking parents who 
had children in high school to sign 
a guarantee that they would pay 
the amount of the Government grant 
in the event of the averige atten- 
dance being below six

petitioners had understood that 
fees would be charged He would 
endeavor to get the other par- 
ents to sign up the agreement,

BYLAW TO PREVENT FIRES 


Be it enacted by the Council of the 
Town of Strathmore 
1 No person shal! have, or erect, on any 
premises any building builtjin whole or 


Candies of all kiuds Figs Dates part of manure, hay or straw, or place on 
. veo Aphid o*? Al the roof of any building manure, 
Grapes, Table Raisins and Fancy hay or straw, ‘unless such building 

Biscuits be at least one hundred feet 


distant from any other building in which 
a fire is ever kindled. 

2 No person shall have any stack of 
grain, hay or straw, on any premises 
within fifty feet of any building in which 
a tire is ever kindled. 
% No person shall set out fire within 
fifty feet of any building, except there 
be at least ten gallons of water and an 
attendant at the place where the fire is 
made. 

Provided that any blacksmith may 
build a fire within fifty feet of his shop 
for purposes of his trade. 

4 All ovens, furnaces and stoves, shall 
be properly connected with a chimney, 
of brick, stone or concrete, at least two 
feet higher than the building in’ which 
such oven, furnace or stove is built. 
5 Any person who throws out ashes to 
the public danger will be subject te the 
penalties of th’s by-lawe 
[6 “here shall be a space of at least 
nine inches between any stove-pipe 
and any partition or floor through 
which it passes, unless such stove-pipe 
be surrounded in such partition or 
floor, by a thimble of brick, cement or 
concrete, at least two inches in thick- 
ness and of the full depth of such par- 
tition or floor, and every uch stove- 
pipe shall be inserted into a chimney 
of brick, stone or concrete. If a thin 
ble is used it must be properly con- 
structed and approve 1 by the police or 
fire chief in writing. 
7. Atleast twelve inches shall inter- 
vene between any stove in use and a 
wooden partion or wall nearest: there- 
to, unless properly protected against 
fire by zine, tin or asbestos, of whieh 
the police or five chief shall oe judge.
